ready are advancing in the direction
of Ghent. They have occupled Alost,
16 miles northwest of Brussels and
Wetteren, 8 miles soutbeast of Ghent,

 and apparently intend to overrun the
whole of northern Belgium to the sea.

OUR ATTITUDE

POLICY OF THE UNITED
STATES AND ULITMATUM
RECEIVED

INTENTIONS GOOD

Ambassador Gives Assurancesi
Contemplated Moves Will Be
Made Known

(Hy Assoclated Press)
Washington, August 21.—Japan has
recelved from the 1'nited Siutes for-
mal declaration of polley bearing on
Japan's delivery to Germany of the
ultimatum demanding the surrender
of the latter country of the territory
of Kiro-Chow,

The American government's atti-
tude, was outlined In reply to assur-
ances Foreign Minieter Kato had giv-
cn to Ambassallor Guthrle, according
to advices from Toklo saying the in-
tegrity of China would be preserved.

Regretn Expressed.

While regretting that differences
had arisen between Japan and Ger-
many, the United States polnted out
that it must refrain from expressing
an opinion on the merits of the ulti-
matum, especially since the ultima-
tum might lead to war. The United
States took occaslon, however, in n
friendly and diplomatic way to place
on record its understanding of the
situation, as follows:

“First, that Japan's purpose was
not to seek territorfal aggrandlze-
ment in China

“Second, that Japan had promised
to restore the territory of KiKsao-
Chow to China, maintaining the 1in-
only In accordance with the Anglo-
tegrity of that republic and acting
Japancse alllance, one of whose ob-
jects In the preservation of the com-
merclal Interests of all powers in
China and the principle of equal op-
portunity to all. 1

“Third, that In case of disturbances
In the interlor of China growing out
of the nusettled state of affairs in the
far ciist, Japan, as a matter of course,
would consult the United States be-
fore taking steps beyond boundaries
of the territory of Kiao-Chow."

This last procedure, it was pointed
out to Japan, follows in natural se-
quence the arrangement consumated
at the time of the Boxer rebellfon be-
tween Japan and the United States,
whereby the armed forces of this gov-
ernment were allled with those of
other nations in the march on Peking
for the safeguard of foreign legations
and misslons. |

Assurances Given.

-Baron' Chinda, the Japanese ambas-
sador, has assured the United States
of the sincere intention of Japan to
restore Kiao-Chow to Chlna. He is
confident algo that in case of trouble
in the Interior of China, the Toklo
government would be glad to notify
the American government of any con-
templated measures
